The London Times proposes to recon- 
struct Greece. It believes the massacre ol 
the ravelers from Athens to Marathon 
will prove to be a great political event, and

| brigands fills the cup of Greek misgoveru- 
ment. “At this moment,” the Times pro- 
| ceeds, “ii would be useless to talk of Greek 
regeneration or Greek advancement; noe 
| one would listen to the advocates of a ba 
| tion whose soil is infested always and 
| everywhere with unpunished crime, and 
| whose historic sites are almost aa inacces- 
| sible to the intelligent traveler as the cities 
| ot Tartary. We have no hesitation in say- 
| Ing that the time has come when thw scan- 
| calous misgovernment should be brought 
| toenend. The three protecting powers 
did pot mtend to create within the limits 
of Europe a petty Siate which should be a 
disgrace to themcelves and to civilization. 
But what else can Greece be sald now to 
be? There are few of its triends who will 
deny that its advancement must depend 
on the control which statesmen wiser than 
its own rulers exercise over it. Safety of 
life and property at least must be assured 
if the tutelage of the great powers is not 
to be a mockery. Foreigners on their 
legitimate business must not be captured 
and murdered in a country which 
en os our protection. If its rulers are 
powerless, then authority must be exerted 
by other hands. In 1854 Athens was occu- 
pied by a French and Briiish force to check 
the warlike propensities of the Court, and 
| we do not fear to say thate similar step 
would be equally justifiable now. We 
spent nine millions upon an expedition to 
Abyssinia. undertaken at less provocation. 
We should have no such difficulties as

When Mr. Douglas died, tbe State, anxious 
to do bonor to his name, bought of his widow 
a burial place for his remains, on the lake 
shore, just north of Douglas Place; and an at. 
tempt was made by his political sod personal 
friends to reise a fitting monument mereon. 
As usual lu such cases, the preparations weie
